MINUTES OF THE 2013 ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Wakefield in the 
State of New Hampshire qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified of the First and Second 
Session of the 2013 Annual Town Meeting as follows: 


FIRST SESSION 


You are notified to meet for the First Session of the 
Annual Town Meeting, to be held in the Opera House of the 
Wakefield Town Hall, 2 High Street, Sanbornville, New 
Hampshire, on Saturday, February 2, 2013 at 7:00 p.m. The 
First Session will consist of explanation, discussion, and 
debate of each of the following warrant articles, and will 
afford those voters who are present the opportunity to 
debate, propose and adopt amendments to each warrant 
article, except those articles whose wording 1s prescribed by 
state law. 


The inhabitants of the Town of Wakefield met at the 
Opera House of the Town Hall at 7:00 p.m. to discuss the 
town budget according to the above notice. 

The Moderator, Dino Scala, opened the meeting at 
7:03 p.m. Fire Chief Todd Nason led us in the Pledge of 
Allegiance. Father Edmund Babicz from St. Anthony’s 
Church gave the invocation. Paul Winckler led us in singing 
the National Anthem. 

The Moderator introduced Phil Twombley and Bruce 
Rich as our Counters for any hand counts, Marrissa Williams 
and John Scala as our pages. He asked that all wait for the 
pages to come with the microphones before speaking so that 
everyone may hear. Next he introduced Town Clerk 
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Monique Wood, and announced the first Candidates Night at 
the Good and Tasty Restaurant. 

The Moderator introduced the Selectmen’s Chair Ken 
Paul, Selectman Peter Kasprzyk, Selectman Charlie 
Edwards, Town Administrator Teresa Williams, and Town 
Attorney Richard Sager. The Moderator introduced the 
Budget Committee Chairperson Howard Knight, who in turn 
introduced the members of the Budget Committee. 

Budget Committee Member, Dennis Miller spoke a 
few words about Howie Knight’s service on the Budget 
Committee. Budget Committee Member Connie Twombley, 
representing the whole Committee, thanked Dennis Miller 
and Howie Knight for their service on the Budget 
Committee. 

The Moderator introduced 2 State Representatives in 
attendance, Bill Nelson and Harry Merrill, who each spoke a 
few words. 

The Moderator announced the Town Election and the 
School Deliberative Session. 

The Moderator recognized Phil Twombley who made 
a motion that this session of the town warrant be adjourned 
by 11:00 p.m. and no article be taken up for consideration 
after 10:50 p.m. In the event that all the articles in the 
warrant have not been acted upon, the Moderator is 
authorized to reconvene this session at a date, time, and 
place which meets the approval of the majority of the voters 
present. Motion was seconded and passed. 

The Moderator stated the Rules of Order. The 
Moderator stated that zoning articles may not be amended. 
He announced Planning Board Chair John Blackwood and 
Wakefield Code Enforcement Office Arthur Capello both 
present at the meeting to respond to zoning articles as need 
arose. 


Article 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of 
Amendment No. 1 as proposed by the Planning Board for 
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the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
modifies Article 12 — Open Space Conservation Cluster 
Development — Section C — by reducing the minimum size of 
a dwelling unit from 1500 square feet to 850 square feet. 
(Majority vote required.) 

The Moderator read the article. Question from the 
floor about the rational behind this article was asked. John 
Blackwood, Chairperson of the Planning Board explained 
the intent of the article is to give affordable housing in new 
housing developments. No further discussion on this article. 


Article 3: Are you in favor of the adoption of 
Amendment No. 2 as proposed by the Planning Board for 
the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
modifies Article 23E — by replacing the current language in 
its entirety and replacing it with new standards for 
Workforce Housing 1n accordance with NH RSA 674:58 — 
674:61 and to add standards for Elderly Affordable Housing. 
(Majority vote required.) 

The Moderator read the article. Question from the 
floor was asked if the added standards for Elderly Affordable 
Housing are in accordance with RSA or in according with 
the Planning Board requirements. Planning Board 
Chairperson John Blackwood spoke to the article explaining 
the intent of the article. Question repeated to find out if RSA 
or Planning Board requirement. Planning Board member 
Paul Winckler spoke to the article and was again asked about 
the standards mentioned for Elderly Affordable Housing, 
which he responded the standards being added are the same 
as the State’s. A clarification was made that Wakefield will 
look no further than the RSA for the standard in Elderly 
Affordable Housing. No further discussion on this article. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 


appropriate the sum of Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars 
($25,000) to be added to the Ambulance Capital Reserve 
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Fund previously established. (Majority vote required.) 
This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and recommended by the Budget 
Committee by a vote of 9-0. 

The Moderator read the article. Ken Paul moved the 
article and it was seconded. Mr. Paul spoke to the article 
stating that this article would set aside $25,000 to put toward 
replacing an ambulance in two or three years. Current 
balance was requested and $66,524.95 given in response. 

No further discussion on this article. 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Thirty Thousand Dollars 
($30,000) to be added to the Bridge Construction Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote 
required.) This appropriation is recommended by the Board 
of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and recommended by the 
Budget Committee by a vote of 9-0. 

The Moderator read the article. Charlie Edwards 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Edwards spoke 
to the article stating appropriation will assist the town 1n the 
repair of bridges that are redlisted. North Wakefield Bridge 
is currently being worked on, and as of 2011, the cost of that 
bridge was $89,808 to fix the left side and two wing walls. 
We still need to finish the right side which has not been 
touched as of this moment, the box culvert and decking 
costing around $162,000. This $30,000 appropriated will 
complete the project. DES approval gives us until 
November 2016. We have received an estimate from the 
State to repair the No. Wakefield Bridge in the amount of 
$965,000. If this bridge isn’t fixed, the people who live on 
that road are landlocked, which means they cannot get in or 
out, if the State shuts it down. The Capital Reserve Fund 
amount right now 1s $137,228.64. With this appropriation, 
the projected balance is $167,228.64, which will give us the 
amount of money needed to repair. Question asked about the 
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portion that Town pays and the response given was that the 
Town pays all of it. Budget Committee Member Denny 
Miller spoke to the reason that the State would not pay. No 
further discussion on this article. 


Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Seventy-Five Thousand Dollars 
($75,000) to be added to the Fire Truck Capital Reserve 
Fund previously established. (Majority vote required.) 
This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and recommended by the Budget 
Committee by a vote of 9-0. 

The Moderator read the article. Ken Paul moved the 
article and it was seconded. Mr. Paul spoke to the article 
stating that this article is to replace two trucks with one 
truck. The goal is next year to buy one combination 
tanker/pumper to replace an old tanker and an old pumper, 
one of which is 20 years old and the other about 40 years 
old. It would not be purchased this year, but it is to just put 
the money into the capital reserve. Question was asked for 
the current amount and the response given was a little over 
$240,000. No further discussion on this article. 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000) 
to be added to the Highway Truck Capital Reserve Fund 
previously established. (Majority vote required.) This 
appropriation 1s recommended by the Board of Selectmen by 
a vote of 3-0, and recommended by the Budget Committee 
by a vote of 9-0. 

The Moderator read the article. Peter Kasprzyk 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Kasprzyk spoke 
to the article that we have an aging fleet of vehicles at the 
highway department. The vehicle we are looking to replace 
next is the 2000 model in 2014. The cost range to purchase 
these vehicles is about $160,000 to $180,000. Right now we

have $93,000 in the account, and this article would bring us 
to $143,000. The Road Agent has had repairs done on these 
vehicles. The salt tends to get into the double frames on 
these trucks and rot it. The new versions of these vehicles 
are designed so that the salt would be dispensed on the side 
of the dump cart and over the wheel area instead of down the 
middle so that the frame and hydraulics would be safer from 
the salt damage. We hope to replace these older vehicles in 
a few years and make the fleet last longer. No further 
discussion on this article. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Thirty-Two Thousand Dollars 
($32,000) to be added to the Invasive Species Expendable 
Trust Fund previously established. (Majority vote 
required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and recommended by the Budget 
Committee by a vote of 8-1. 

The Moderator read the article. Ken Paul moved the 
article and it was seconded. Mr. Paul spoke to the article 
stating that the Board of Selectmen has been approached by 
the several lake associations requesting money for 
monitoring and control of invasive species. Once we get 
invasive species in a lake, it is very difficult to maintain and 
remove, and it reduces our whole tax base in this 
community. Currently the balance is $14,000. Question 
asked about the amount of money we would receive from the 
State, and the response was given that no money would be 
received from the State. Clarification was asked if any 
money was ever received from the State in the past and 
response was given that no State money was ever received. 
Question was asked for the rational behind the one vote 
against by the Budget Committee. Budget Committee 
Member Relf Fogg thought it was probably he that voted 
against it and that his rational was because of the possible 
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Federal funds tied into it. No further discussion on this 
article. 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Twenty-Eight Thousand Eight 
Hundred Fifty-Nine Dollars ($28,859) to be added to the 
Police Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund previously 
established. (Majority vote required.) This appropriation 
is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, 
and recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 9- 
0. 

The Moderator read the article. Peter Kasprzyk 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Kasprzyk spoke 
to the article stating that the Police Department puts a lot of 
mileage on their vehicles. This is to put money aside to 
replace their vehicles. We are no longer able to get Crown 
Victoria models and have switched to the Ford Taurus. The 
Department tries to rotate these vehicles every 6 or 7 years. 
Usually they are up around 140 to 150 thousand miles before 
we replace them. The Department needs dependable 
vehicles and needs to have them updated to keep them going. 
Question asked about the number of current vehicles in the 
fleet. Question referred to Chief Fifield, and he responded 
that we have 6. No further discussion on this article. 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Forty-Eight Thousand Fifteen 
Dollars ($48,015) to be added to the Technology Fund 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority 
vote required.) This appropriation is recommended by the 
Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and recommended by 
the Budget Committee by a vote of 9-0 

The Moderator read the article. Charlie Edwards 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Edwards spoke 
to the article that this fund is for the replacement of 
computers, servers and routers and updates of software at all 
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town buildings. This year most of the funds will be used to 
update the accounting software. We are using software from 
the 1980’s. We currently have a balance of $2,866.12 in the 
fund and the projected is $50,881.12. The new accounting 
software is very expensive, but very important to update. No 
further discussion on this article. 


Article 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Thirty Thousand Dollars 
($30,000) to be added to the Town Hall Improvement 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority 
vote required.) This appropriation 1s recommended by the 
Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and recommended by 
the Budget Committee by a vote of 9-0. 

The Moderator read the article. Ken Paul moved the 
article and it was seconded. Mr. Paul spoke to the article 
stating this going to Town Hall improvement. Currently we 
have a contract for construction that is supposed to start 
relatively soon to replace the sprinkler system in the whole 
building. We had intentions of doing more, but it was 
downsized. No further discussion on this article. 


Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000) to 
be added to the Cemetery Maintenance Capital Reserve 
Fund previously established. (Majority vote required.) 
This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and recommended by the Budget 
Committee by a vote of 9-0. 

The Moderator read the article. Charlie Edwards 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Edwards spoke 
to the article stating this appropriation will be used to offset 
cost for any repairs that need to be done in the town 
cemeteries, such as tree removal, or anything that causes 
damage. Currently the balance in the fund is $2,114.05, and 
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the projected balance is $4,114.05. No further discussion on 
this article. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to establish a 
Capital Reserve Fund pursuant to RSA 35:1 for the 
purpose of drilling a well, building a pump house and 
utility shed at the new town cemetery, and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) to 
be placed in said fund, and further to appoint the Board 
of Selectmen as agents to expend. (Majority vote 
required.) This appropriation is recommended by the Board 
of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and recommended by the 
Budget Committee by a vote of 9-0. 

The Moderator read the article. Charlie Edwards 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Edwards 
referred the article to Cemetery Trustee Chairperson Phil 
Twombley for discussion. Mr. Twombley made a motion to 
amend this article from “for the purpose of drilling a well, 
building a pump house and utility shed at the new town 
cemetery, and to raise and appropriate the sum of Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000) to be placed in said fund, and 
further to appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to 
expend.” to the following, “for the purpose of creating a 
water supply, irrigation lines, and utility shed at the new 
town cemetery, and to raise and appropriate the sum of Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5000.00) to be placed in said fund, and 
further to appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to 
expend.” It was seconded. 

The Moderator clarified the terminology and 
reminded everyone that the vote to be taken is for the 
amendment. 
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Question asked how many people are currently 
buried at the cemetery, to which Mr. Twombley responded 
that only | person is buried. Another question was raised for 
the need of having a water supply there, which 1s for those 
visitors of the cemetery. 

A vote was taken on the amendment and all were in 
favor. No further discussion on this article. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Twenty Thousand Dollars 
($20,000) to be added to the Parks and Recreation Park 
and Field Maintenance Capital Reserve Fund previously 
established. (Majority vote required.) This appropriation 
is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, 
and recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8- 
0-1. 

The Moderator read the article. Charlie Edwards 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Edwards spoke 
to the article stating that the left side of Siemon Field 1s 
having problems with divots and depressions 1n the field. 
The surface is uneven and there is high risk of injury. We 
believe that it is being caused by water drainage problems. 
A number of years back, the corrections were done on the 
right side of the field with no problems since then. An 
estimate has been received for all that needs to be done. This 
money will not be enough to do all that is needed, and we 
may need to wait for another year. We are looking for a few 
fundraisers to help out. It could even be done for less that 
the estimate. There are many that use this field and it is our 
responsibility to make the field safe for everyone. Question 
was asked about current balance in the fund, which is zero. 
Question asked about the size of field, which is about 350 
wide by 420 long. No further discussion on this article. 
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Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of One Thousand Seven Hundred 
Fifty Dollars ($1,750) to be added to the Emergency 
Management Capital Reserve Fund previously 
established. (Majority vote required.) This appropriation 
is recommended by the Board of Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0 
and recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 9- 
0. 

The Moderator read the article. Ken Paul moved the 
article and it was seconded. Mr. Paul spoke to the article 
that this money used to be in the budget itself. A few years 
ago we established this capital reserve so that we could keep 
building the $1,000 or $2,000 that was always budgeted. If 
we really have a disaster, that amount would not cover 
anything. Our goal is to build this up to $10,000 or so, 
which would give us something we could really work with 
when we have an issue. Currently we have $5,498 in it. 
Question about what this fund encompasses, and was 
explained that the fund is for whatever emergency needed 
such as during the ice storm a few years ago, temp housing, 
and that we have only used a small amount in previous years. 
Chief Fifield commented that we could have used it for 
repairing the cemetery for damages, but just looking to get 
up to $10,000. With this fund, if there is a disaster, we'll 
have the money. Howie Knight commented that we used it 
for food and water a few years ago after a damaging storm. 
Mr. Paul commented that it will not be used for private 
property. No further discussion on this article. 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000) to 
be added to the Forest Fire Management Capital Reserve 
Fund previously established. (Majority vote required.) 
This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and recommended by the Budget 
Committee by a vote of 9-0. 
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The Moderator read the article. Ken Paul moved the 
article and it was seconded. Mr. Paul spoke to the article 
that we established this fund to move it out of the budget. 
This money would be set aside just for use in a forest fire 
emergency. We want to build the funds in this account. 
Question was asked about the current balance, which 1s 
$3,110.13. No further discussion on this article. 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Five Thousand One Hundred 
Thirty-Six Dollars ($5,136) for the purpose of purchasing 
an updated video camera system for use in police 
vehicles. This appropriation will be offset by a 50/50 
Highway Safety Grant. The Town’s portion of the 
appropriation will be Two Thousand Five Hundred 
Sixty-Eight Dollars ($2,568) and is contingent upon the 
receipt of the grant. (Majority vote required.) This 
appropriation 1s recommended by the Board of Selectmen by 
a vote of 3-0, and recommended by the Budget Committee 
by a vote of 9-0. 

The Moderator read the article. Peter Kasprzyk 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Kasprzyk spoke 
to the article that right now we have one cruiser with the old 
video cassette style recorder in it. We’ve updated two other 
cruisers to the new type. He mentioned the value of the new 
video technology and the grants. The Moderator clarified, 
with Mr. Kasprzyk’ s approval, that this article 1s to raise the 
whole amount and then the state sends half of it to us. 
Question asked about number of cruisers that need it, which 
is one. Question asked about using it in the newest vehicles, 
which was referred to Chief Fifield. Chief explained about 
the rotation of the vehicles, but the updated system will go in 
the vehicle that has the VHS system right now. Question 
asked where the money will go when the State gives us the 

_ grant, which is the General Fund because we have to

appropriate the money to receive the grant. No further 
discussion on this article. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Eleven Thousand Seven Hundred 
Forty-One Dollars ($11,741) to purchase police cruiser 
laptops and stands. (Majority vote required.) This 
appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by 
a vote of 3-0, and recommended by the Budget Committee 
by a vote of 9-0. 


The Moderator read the article. Peter Kasprzyk 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Kasprzyk spoke 
to the article stating that the current laptops in the cruisers 
are big and bulky, not easily workable in the cruisers and 
puts the officers in an awkward position where they cannot 
pay attention to details that are required. The new laptops 
would allow them to set up patrols saving on gas by having 
more visibility at other locations. Instead of having the 
officers come back to the department to do their paperwork 
with the bulky laptops, they would be able to use these new 
laptops in the cruiser while they are out on the calls. This 
will save on gas and keep a presence of the officer on 
locations and help deter problems in those areas. No further 
discussion on the article. 


Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of One Thousand Nine Hundred 
Twenty Dollars ($1,920) to install and maintain a security 
system in the Union Railroad Station and Freight House 
(also known as the Heritage Centre.) (Majority vote 
required.) This appropriation is recommended by the Board 
of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and recommended by the 
Budget Committee by a vote of 9-0. 

The Moderator read the article. Peter Kasprzyk 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Kasprzyk spoke 
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to the article stating that down in the Union Railroad Station 
and Freight House, a lot of items donated are on loan, 
antiques, etc., and need a security system to protect those 
assets. He believes the security system will monitor 
temperatures in the buildings. Well needed considering the 
artifacts that are housed there. Question asked if this 
includes fire protection sensors, which the understanding is 
that it will, but would need to check to be sure. No further 
discussion on this article. 


Article 20: By Petition: To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of One Hundred Fifty 
Thousand Dollars ($150,000) to acquire approximately 
121.5 acres of property on Marsh Road. The funds for 
the purchase will come from a New Hampshire Land and 
Community Heritage Investment Program (LCHIP) 
grant of Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000), N.H. Fish and 
Game Department grant of Eighty-Five Thousand 
Dollars ($85,000), and the remaining funds of Fifteen 
Thousand Dollars ($15,000) from the Conservation 
Commission fund. No amount to be raised from taxation. 
This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen by a vote of 2-1, and recommended by the Budget 
Committee by a vote of 6-1-2. 

The Moderator read the article and asked petitioner 
Relf Fogg to speak to the article. Mr. Fogg spoke about the 
intent of the article was to bring the easements to the voters 
of Wakefield. Since being on the warrant, there 1s a change 
in the purchase and sales agreement, and Wakefield no 
longer is buying the property. He referred to Dave Mankus 
to speak about the change in the purchase and sales 
agreement. The purchase and sales agreement expired a few 
days ago and explained that the Town is no longer involved. 
He made a motion to amend the article to change the amount 
from “$150,000” to ‘zero’ because we don’t want to 
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appropriate money which we will not be able to spend. It 
was seconded. 

Mr. Relf Fogg would, after we vote on the current 
amendment, asked to consider another amendment. The 
Moderator handed Mr. Fogg’s petition to Town Attorney to 
review. The Moderator explained that we must complete 
the first amendment before proceeding to the next. 

The Moderator read the first amendment in total, 
changing the dollar amount only from $150,000 to zero 
dollars, the rest reads the same. 

Question asked why we need to keep this article if 
someone else is buying the property, which is because, by 
statute, the only change allowed is dollar amounts. 
Discussion ensued about the possible confusion of this 
article for the voters. Mr. Sager recommended we leave the 
first sentence zeroing the dollar amount, and remove the 
remainder of the wording. We should remove all other 
language after “Marsh Road”. Mr. Mankus asked for 
clarification about the lawfulness of changing the wording. 
The Moderator explained that up to where the sentence ends 
at the words “Marsh Road”, the remainder of the wording 1s 
an explanation of where the money would come from, but 
the essence of the article, the purchase of the 121 acres, is 
still intact. Mr. Sager concurred. 

Mr. Mankus withdrew his motion for the amendment 
and the second was withdrawn. 

Mr. Mankus made a motion to amend the article by 
changing the dollar amount from $150,000 to zero dollars 
and to end the article at the period after “Marsh Road” and it 
was seconded. 

The amended article will read as follows “To see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Zero 
Dollars ($0) to acquire approximately 121.5 acres of 
property on Marsh Road.” 

A vote was taken by a show of cards for the 
amendment and it passed. 
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The Moderator recognized Relf Fogg, who requested 
an amendment to see if Town will mandate the Conservation 
Commission for all future purposes of 
conservation/recreation meetings on open property to request 
Selectmen to require these to be placed as a warrant article. 
Mr. Sager explained that he would not agree with this 
amendment because it changes the purpose of the article. 
The Moderator suggested that Mr. Fogg try next year. 

Discussion about what a yes or no vote on this 
amended article could mean about future conservation 
properties, the accuracy of such a gauge, current use taxes, 
and property taxes followed. 

Mr. Knight made a motion to move the article and it 
was seconded. 


Article 21: Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an 
operating budget, not including appropriations by special 
warrant articles and other appropriations voted 
separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted 
with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first 
session, for the purpose set forth herein, totaling 
$4,161,529? Should this article be defeated, the default 
budget shall be $3,924,791 which is the same as last year, 
with certain adjustments required by previous action of 
the Town or by law, or the governing body may hold one 
special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and 
XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget 
only. (Majority vote required.) This appropriation is 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, 
and recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 9- 
0. 

The Moderator read the article. Peter Kasprzyk 
moved the article and it was seconded. No further discussion 
on this article. 


Article 22: To transact any further business that may 
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legally come before this meeting. 

The Moderator mentioned per the Budget 
Committee’s posted notice, that the committee would meet 
immediately following this meeting. 

A motion to adjourn was made and seconded. All 
were in favor. 

No further business. The meeting was adjourned at 
8:30 p.m. 


Immediately following the meeting, the Budget 
Committee met to vote on Article 20. There were 7 
members voting. The article was moved and seconded and 
vote was taken 5 - 2 in favor of the amended article. The 
Budget Committee also took a vote to accept the minutes of 
their meeting on January 10, 2013. All were in favor.

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TOWN CLERK’S REPORT 


As the new Town Clerk I would like everyone to 
know how much I enjoy my job. I would like to say “Thank 
You” to my predecessor Monique Wood, who stayed on a 
few months to help me learn my new position. She has been 
a tremendous help to me. We had to say good bye to the 
previous Deputy Town Clerk, Karen Gagneux, in May. 
Barbara Schnurbush is now Deputy Town Clerk, and we are 
learning the job together. As most of you know, Teresa 
Williams had this position for many years. I feel truly 
blessed to have her able to guide us, as well as the Municipal 
Agent Desk in Concord, and other Town Clerks are only a 
call away. 

There will be some slight changes to this office 
besides the faces you see. Starting in January the Municipal 
Agent fee will go from $2.50 to $3.00 per registration. This 
fee is what the consumer pays the Town to do the state 
portion at the Town Hall. This was decided after a poll was 
taken. It was discovered that 82% of the towns throughout 
the state were charging $3.00. This is a lot more revenue 
for our Town and it is the consumer’s choice to have the 
Town do the state portion of the registration. 

We are hoping another change to come will be the 
office hours. If the Town’s budget passes in March, it will 
allow us to be open one weeknight until 6:00. We feel this 
will help those who do not get into town before the office 
closes at 4:00. I have been told by many folks they would 
appreciate it, even if it is just one evening. 

When Monique was Town Clerk she received a 
“Moose Plate Grant”. When the public chooses to purchase 
a Conservation Plate (Moose Plate) the funds are used to 
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preserve the cultural heritage of New Hampshire. This grant 
was used to refurbish and preserve four books of Town 
records from 1924-1982 for Wakefield. This was an 
extraordinary project that she started and came back to 
finish. We should all be very grateful for Monique’s efforts. 

There was only one election in 2013. In 2014 we 
will have a “Special Election” for the Executive Council 
position that the late Ray Burton held. The Primary will be 
January 21“ and the Election will be held on March 11", 
along with our Town Election. In September there will be a 
Primary Election and then a General Election in November. 
We are taking advantage of the guidance we receive through 
the Secretary of State’s office, our Supervisors of the 
Checklist, our Town Moderator and our Town 
Administrator. Barbara and I are both eager to learn the 
process and by this time next year we should know it well. 

We are looking forward to 2014 and all the changes it 
may bring to this office.

ANGIE CASPERONIS 
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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


In 2013 we started off saying good bye to one of our 
board members--Peter Kasprzyk. We wished him well and 
welcomed Connie Twombley as the new selectman. The 
Board’s first meeting was its usual organizational meeting, 
with the appointing of a chair and vice chair. The decision 
was made to have Selectman Ken Paul remain as chairman 
and Selectmen Richard Charles Edwards as vice chairman. 
We also chose the various boards/committees that we would 
serve on as liaisons. 

We worked on a few policies this year. We started off 
with the adoption of a new policy, Winter and Inclement 
Weather Policy and Procedures. This will help guide the 
Highway Department in many areas of their job. After that 
policy we reviewed the Sand Use Policy. This policy had to 
be adjusted for the use of sand on private roads. In the past 
we allowed contractors to get sand from the Town to sand 
private roads, as long as they were not charging the road 
associations. By law this was illegal, so we changed the 
policy stating that the contractors have to pay for the sand 
using a process set by the Board. The Personnel Policy was 
looked at very closely. We changed a lot of the wording and 
some of the procedures. 

One of the projects completed this year was the North 
Wakefield Bridge. We have been working on this project for 
three years; it was a big project that we are happy finally got 
completed for the residents of North Wakefield Road and 
Old Farms Road. Another project that was completed was 
the lighting and fire detection in the Opera House and main 
floor in the Town Hall. This was done with the help of 
Wakefield Projects Inc. It was a rocky start to the project,

but it was finally completed in October. There is still much 
more to complete in the Opera House and main floor, but we 
are hopeful that as the years go on we can put a little bit 
away in the Town Hall Capital Reserve to complete this 
project. 

In November we finally signed the franchise 
agreement with Time Warner Cable. We are hoping that 
Time Warner Cable signs the agreement in a timely manner, 
so the Town can start receiving franchise fees on a quarterly 
basis. This will be very helpful for the town’s non-profit 
cable group Clearview Community Television, Inc. It will 
help them buy more equipment to provide good quality TV 
viewing of town events. 

We would like to thank the staff, committees and 
boards for all their hard work thoughout the year. They all 
provide excellent service to the people of Wakefield. We 
hope everyone has a safe and happy 2014.

The Assessors’ Office had an extremely busy year. The 
assessing contract went out to bid in 2013. The Board of 
Assessors awarded the contract to R. B. Wood & Associates, LLC, 
which was our current assessing firm. 

Land 
adjustments were made in some neighborhoods, and the building 
depreciation schedule was slightly adjusted.

CEMETERY TRUSTEES REPORT 


The Trustees have been very busy loading the field 
data collected from the burial grounds, to the computer 
database that will store all the data. Of the 124 cemeteries or 
burial grounds in Wakefield, 30 have not been visited yet. 

The Trustees applied for and received “911” physical 
addresses for Lovell Lake Cemetery and Stonehedge 
Cemetery. Lovell Lake Cemetery address is “41 Lovell 
Lake Road.” Stonehedge Cemetery is “1657 Lovell Lake 
Road.” 

In June, we had a workshop on “How to repair 
cemetery monuments.” After the workshop, the Trustees, 
along with a volunteer Philip Sears from Sanbornville, 
repaired several monuments in Lovell Lake Cemetery. The 
Trustees would like to thank Philip Sears for helping do the 
repair work. It was greatly appreciated. 

Of the 40 burial grounds that Wakefield maintains, 
30 signs have been erected. The 10 remaining signs will be 
erected in 2014. Also new signs have been erected for Lovell 
Lake Cemetery and Stonehedge Cemetery. 

In October of 2013, the Trustees purchased the next 
part of the Cemetery Maintenance Management System. 
This new software will allow the public to view persons 
buried in Wakefield’s burial grounds. This “Online Burial 
Search” can be executed by logging onto the Towns web 
site: 

www.wakefieldnh.com 

Select “Boards & Committees” 
Select “Cemetery Trustees” 

Then select “Online Burial Search” 
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The Trustees bought two (2) 25’ flag poles. One will 
be erected in Lovell Lake Cemetery, and the other one in 
Stonehedge Cemetery. The plan is to have them put up by 
Memorial Day, 2014. 

We would like to have more people adopting burial 
grounds. Please contact one of the Trustees for more 
information.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission kept busy over the past 
year. Nathan Fogg and David Mankus switched roles as chair 
and vice-chair of the Commission. Longtime member Peter 
Kasprzyk switched to become an alternate member of the 
Commission. We thank Peter for his dedicated service! The 
longest serving alternate, Steve Brown, became a member to 
replace Peter. 

The Commission was pleased to see the Union 
Meadows Conservation Project become a reality, conserving 
over 120 acres of property on Union Meadows, to include over 
a mile of river frontage! The Commission helped secure a 
portion of the funding for the project, which was ultimately 
purchased by New Hampshire Fish & Game. 

We are constantly looking for land that would be 
beneficial to place into a conservation easement. While monies 
are not always available for the outright purchase of land, many 
financial benefits are available to land owners who are willing 
to place conservation easements to conserve their properties. 
Please check with the Conservation Commission if you feel this 
might be an option for your property. Conserving property 
from development is an important part of protecting our most 
valuable resource, our lakes. 

The Commission manned a booth at Pride Day and 
distributed tree seedlings. Information about our existing 
conservation land was available as well as information about 
land conservation. We enjoy this opportunity to interact with 
the community and distribute information. 

The Commission sent five campers to Tanglewood 
Conservation Camp last summer. Thanks to the Conservation 
Commission’s budget line for sending campers to conservation 
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camp, the fundraising efforts of the campers and their parents, 
and the generous support of the Great East Lake and Lovell 
Lake Associations, the cost to the camper’s families was 
twenty-five dollars per child! The Tanglewood Camp its run 
through the University of Maine Cooperative Extension 
Service. 

The Conservation Commission also worked towards 
completing the Natural Resource Inventory that it 1s charged 
with preparing. We also began work of a Forest Management 
Plan for the Town Forest on Pray Hill Road. 

We reviewed all Wetland and Shoreland Applications 
sent to the NH Department of Environmental Services. The 
thrust of the Commission’s review was not intended to 
complete a review for the State, but to ensure that the conditions 
reflected on the plan submitted were accurate. 

This coming year we look forward to moving ahead 
with the Natural Resource Inventory, management of the Town 
Forest, and preparing maps and information for our existing 
conservation lands so that members of the public can enjoy 
these conserved properties. 

I would like to thank David Mankus, Relf Fogg, Tom 
Dube, Steve Brown, and David Tinkham (the entire 
Conservation Commission) for their dedicated service to the 
Town of Wakefield.

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HERITAGE COMMISSION 


This was the 20" anniversary of the Wakefield 
Heritage Commission. To mark this occasion, we created an 
ongoing exhibit located in the Heritage Centre at Heritage 
Park in Union that commemorates our accomplishments 
since 1993. On Heritage Day in August we had the Heritage 
Centre open with the first viewing of the 1909 HO scale 
model of the railroad and the five railroad stations in 
Wakefield in that time period. Although it may be a few 
more years before this is completed, the many visitors were 
very impressed with the detail completed to date. We also 
held a ribbon cutting of the newly acquired blacksmith shop 
on Bridge St. This building was donated to us by John and 
Diane Gray. It is the last existing blacksmith shop in Union 
and we have already begun the restoration. We now have a 
working forge and are currently manufacturing the iron fence 
to replace 100ft of chain link fence along the tracks at 
Turntable Park. We have had many early artifacts donated 
for The Blacksmith Shop and it should be open for visitors 
during the 2014 season. 

The Union Railroad Station and the 1903 Russell 
snowplow railcar were again open to the public every 
weekend from June into October. Volunteers were available 
to demonstrate and answer questions about the various 
exhibits. The Freight House, our Heritage Centre, is now 
completed on the inside with heat and air. It is also ADA 
accessible by a natural ramp constructed this summer. 

We applied for and received a CLG grant from the 
Dept. of the Interior to nominate the Newichawannock Canal 
and Bridge to the National Register of Historic Places. This 
is considered to be a very unique situation as we had to work 
with two towns and two states to make the submission. We 
should hear in the spring if the nomination was accepted. 
The designation will help us preserve this site. We hope to 
then create an interpretive trail and park in this area. 

We again held an open house in December called 
Christmas at Heritage Park. This year, it was combined with 
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“Tour De Chooch,” a self-guided tour of 24 model railroads 
in NH and Massachusetts. We had many new visitors from 
all over New England during that event. 

We received a donation from Elizabeth MacRury to 
repair the first floor of the Lovell Union Grange Hall and to 
create a museum. Mrs. MacRury wants to dedicate an area to 
the history of the six stage lines that converged in Wakefield 
Comer during the 19" century as well as the story of the 
Concord Coach. She has artifacts that she wants to loan 
and/or donate for this exhibit. We plan to add additional 
items that will add to our understanding of the history of 
Wakefield Corner. 

The Rules and Regulations of the Wakefield Historic 
District were reviewed and updated, and complete guidelines 
have been compiled to help the property owner. These 
guidelines are available at the Land Use office. The Cultural 
and Historic Chapter of the Master Plan was completed and 
is ready to be submitted to the Planning Board. 

There was only one public hearing request for a 
change in the Historic District. Most of our work has been on 
restoration, documentation, research and planning of and for 
the many historical assets of the Town.

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GAFNEY LIBRARY 


Many people who use the Gafney Library do not realize 
it is a private library and not owned by the Town of Wakefield. 
Most libraries in a municipality are owned by the town. The 
Gafney Library is a private, nonprofit organization, and as such 
its board of directors is responsible for raising operating 
income. In addition to presenting an annual budget to the 
Towns of Wakefield and Brookfield for about 84% of its 
operating income, library board members organize several 
fundraisers throughout the year including an annual appeal, an 
annual holiday wreath sale, “Art at the Gafney” in July and this 
year, proceeds from a Kindle raffle. The Gafney Board of 
Directors is grateful to Wakefield and Brookfield for their 
financial support. Residents of Wakefield and Brookfield are . 
eligible for a free library card to borrow library items such as 
books, audio books, eBooks, and movies — even the telescope 
donated by the NH Astronomical Society. Non residents must 
pay a fee to obtain a library card. 

A comparison of the Gafney budget to other towns in 
our population and area reveals higher budgets, larger libraries, 
more programs and materials than what the Gafney is able to 
offer its approximately 5700 residents. Over time the residents 
of Wakefield and Brookfield have let us know through surveys 
and comments that they would like a larger library which would 
offer more programs, space for meetings, study, computer use 
and a teen area. In response, the Gafney board has spent a good 
deal of time this year preparing for future library expansion by 
visiting other library expansion projects, setting up an active 
development committee and meeting with a _ fundraiser. 
Because we are a private library not owned by a municipality, 
we will need to raise income privately. A study has been 
submitted by a library consultant indicating the library is 
currently doing the work of a library three times our size. The 
current library is about 3,000 square feet; we need 12,000 
square feet to achieve the goals set by our residents and library 
consultant. 
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The first step in the expansion project requires 
additional land on which to expand. We now have an 
agreement with Fred Guldbrandsen to purchase his property and 
must complete the purchase in calendar year 2014. Once the 
library owns the necessary land, an organized effort will be 
made to fundraise for the new expansion project. We are 
excited to have the wheels in motion for a larger, more 
accommodating library. 

Major work on the exterior of the building included 
lining the deteriorating gutters connected architecturally to the 
roof, replacing downspouts, adding a new drainage system to 
the front of the building, hydro-seeding the lawn, digging out 
aging shrubbery and chimney repairs. The decision to remain in 
the existing space will require ongoing repairs to the building 
built in 1925. 

Operationally, more than 21,105 items were checked out 
of the library during 2013, a 4% increase over 2012. More than 
1,751 eBooks and 1,340 audio books were downloaded 
electronically using our Overdrive subscription through the NH 
State Library consortium. More than 224 sessions were opened 
and 142 total full text articles were read for study or pleasure 
using the databases provided by the NH State Library through 
our library website. In January we were notified that our 
automation vendor would be going out of business requiring 
that we investigate, purchase, implement and train on a new 
system to check items in and out and generate necessary reports 
by June. 

We have noticed an increase of people using the library 
as their “private office’ and are happy to help with their 
computer, printer, copier and fax needs. As people refinance, 
apply for assistance and jobs they realize a need for the 
electronic equipment necessary to achieve these tasks and many 
do not have the equipment in their homes. The library is 
wireless 24/7 for those who need computer access outside the 
library’s irregular hours. 
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The Gafney literacy program located at the Greater 
Wakefield Resource Center in Union experienced an increase in 
students in 2013. A total of 365 visits by 81 students resulted in 
19 of them earning GED certification. Others worked on 
computer, math and reading skills, job applications, resume 
updates and Accuplacer tests. A mother and daughter team 
studied throughout the year to pass the GED together; a trapper 
in his 50s worked hard to obtain his GED; a young single 
mother of three active young boys found time to study, work 
full time and obtain her GED. These are just three of the many 
heartwarming stories that come from this very popular library 
program funded by the Town of Wakefield. Career counselor 
Rosemary Stewart has been working with students to attend the 
Rochester satellite Great Bay Community College in Rochester 
where training is provided for employment opportunities to 
students in the new and emerging technical jobs at Safran 
Aerospace and Albany Engineered Composites. Rosemary 
continues to stay in touch with the Portsmouth Navy Yard 
where an apprentice program 1s offered to students who qualify. 

The library’s summer reading program “Dig Into 
Reading” was popular among this year’s 74 registered children; 
44 were active participants who read 1,113 books and recorded 
15,600 minutes. 97 adults and 169 children attended 27 
programs throughout the six-week program. Popular 
throughout the rest of the year are the Lego, Science Tuesday 
programs, Polar Express Party and story times. Children’s 
Librarian Diane Cassidy works with children and parents to 
optimize home schooling and homework projects. The 
Parenting section in the Youth Library and the comfortable sofa 
are popular among parents and the kids-sized computer and 
many toys and board books are popular among the younger set. 
Diane works cooperatively with Paul School teachers to provide 
library services as needed. | 

Art Exhibit Coordinator Peter Abate set up twelve 
popular monthly exhibits and will celebrate his 100" Gafney 
exhibit this year. Each of the monthly artists is welcome to 
organize a reception at the library and most do throughout the 
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year giving residents an opportunity to learn more about 
different art mediums and techniques. Peter also donates his 
time to the annual Art at the Gafney fundraiser raffle in July 
which this year had a yield over $1700. 

The Friends of Wakefield Libraries continue to help the 
library purchase items above and beyond what our budget 
allows. This year they paid for newspaper and magazine 
subscriptions, passes to the Wright Museum, NH Farm Museum 
and Remick Museum, and prizes for the children’s summer 
reading program. The FOWL members also put on the opening 
and closing receptions for Art at the Gafney. 

Loyal volunteers worked over 1100 hours to help staff 
check items in and out, cover and repair books, assist with 
programs and other tasks as needed. We are especially grateful 
to our volunteers for training on the new automation system — 
not an easy task during the June, July and August, our busiest 
time of year. Without volunteers our shelves would not be as 
neat, our books, audio books and movies might not be as 
orderly and staff would be harder pressed to make life easy for 
our patrons to find favorite items available for checkout. We 
thank all our volunteers for the time they devote to the library 
on a regular basis. 

Current board members are Jim Murfey-President, Dick 
DesRoches-Vice President, Sharon Theiling-Secretary, Toni 
Sanborn-Corresponding Secretary, At Large members Aru’vah

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WAKEFIELD PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board experienced a year of change in 
2013. Steve Royle became Chair of the committee, with Tom 
Dube becoming Vice Chair. Other changes to the Board 
included new members Dick DesRoches, David Silcocks, 
and new Selectman’s rep Connie Twombley. Code 
Enforcement Officer Arthur Capello and Land Use Clerk 
Michelle MacDonald left in May. We thank them for their 
service to the Board and wish them both successes in their 
new positions! Nathan Fogg became the Land Use Clerk in 
May and took over the role of Code Enforcement Officer in 
August. Despite these wholesale changes, the Board 
continued to stay on top of applications presented to the 
Board, appointed a sub-committee to prepare an updated 
Capital Improvement Program (CIP), and worked on 
changes to the Zoning Ordinance.

Mr. Fogg is able to utilize his twenty plus years of 
land use experience to assist the Planning Board and 
applicants through the process. We still utilize planning 
consultant Mike Garrepy on larger, more complicated 
projects. The cost of the planning consultant is passed along 
to applicants. 
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The Planning Board updated the CIP in 2013 and 
intends to keep the CIP updated yearly. The process for 
updating will begin in 2014 with a meeting with the Budget 
Committee in July. 

The Board works hard to balance the rights of 
property owners with the protection of residents and 
surrounding land values in town. The value of clean lakes in 
town as it relates to recreational uses and property values 
cannot be understated, and the Board works towards the 
protection of these important resources. 

The Board worked to develop 10 Warrant Articles to 
present to the voters in March. We welcome any questions 
or comments regarding the regulations. We appreciate input 
from citizens as we try to represent the entire town in our 
rules and regulations. Public Comments are asked for at 
each meeting. 

The Board meets twice per month, usually the first 
and third Thursday, in the Town Hall Conference Room. The 
Land Use Department is generally open from 9:00 am to 
3:00 pm, Monday thru Friday.

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WAKEFIELD POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Year in Review: 

This last year was a restructuring year for the Police 
Department. We hired new Officers that had to be trained 
and sent to the Police Academy. In the meantime the 
Officers worked very hard to keep up a professional level of 
service. While calls for service increased marginally we had 
fewer resources to investigate crime; subsequently we did 
not close as many cases as we would have liked to. We kept 
the focus on keeping the patrols on the road and crime 
prevention, which as you can see on the chart below, was 
successful. In the coming year we will focus on preventing 
and clearing more crimes and an increased attention to safety 
on the roads. 

I feel we have a great Police force, and they are 
dedicated, and care for our community. I appreciate 
everyone’s efforts in giving them the support they need to do 
a good job. It is my continuing goal to keep the residents of 
our Town safe, and to be able to live in a community where 
we still can enjoy the small Town way of life. 


Policing Efforts in 2013: 

¢ Grant funded patrols — Again we conducted several 
patrols through cooperative grants. Speed patrols, 
DWI, & area wide DWI patrols, DWI Check point, 
Safe Commuter patrols. 

¢ We continue to offer the SHIELD program at the 
Paul School and other local crime prevention 
seminars at the public safety building, including 
Fraud, Firearm Safety & Home Defense, and “Hard 
Targets” property crime protection. 

¢ The Woman’s Self Defense course will be held again. 

¢ The Firearms Safety course was very popular; | 
support an armed citizenry and the right to self 
defense. I believe criminals take notice. 
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¢ We are looking to start a Public Safety Explorer 
program. 


Animal Control: 

¢ Once again we were able to find homes for every 
stray dog or cat last year through our adoption 
program. 

¢ The ACO relocated one horse and improved other 
situations for horses. 

¢ The rabies clinic was successful and will be run again 
this year. 

¢ The ACO ran 12 cat clinics this year and a rabies 
clinic. 

¢ Reminder, take control of your dogs, they must be 
under your control or on a leash. If you lose your 
dog, call us--he may be in the kennel. 


Improvements: 

¢ We have launched a FACEBBOK page, which is 
designed to post relevant Police information to the 
community. Please like our page and receive timely 
posts. We are also maintaining our web page for 
more statistical purposes. 

¢ The lap top computers were implemented and are 
useful in keeping the Officers on the road more and 
making them more efficient with their reporting 
duties. 

¢ We have hosted regional trainings which bring more 
high quality training to our Officers at a lower cost 
than sending them out. 

¢ A new repeater has been established by the Carroll 
County Sherriffs Department for improved 
communications to Wakefield and Brookfield. This 
repeater was needed, as we had holes in our 
communications, and now we can speak more clearly 
and on portable radio to the Dispatch center. 
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We are still looking to establish neighborhood police 
zones where the cruiser is parked and the Officer is 
able to stay in the area while completing paperwork 
on the lap top, thus allowing more time in the field 
and less mileage on the cruisers. 

The new security measures that were taken at the 
Paul School have made that facility safer and our 
children safer. We have continued routinely 
patrolling the School and grounds. 

Again we are encouraging homeowners to display 
your street number at your residence. This saves 
valuable time, and could save a life. 


Officer of the Year: 


The members of the Police Department have voted 


for Officer Mary Devine as Officer of the Year. Mary has 
worked hard taking on control evidence duties and was 
successful in clearing several cases. She is vigilant on patrol 
and helps keep the road safe.

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TRUSTEES OF THE TRUST FUNDS 


The Trustees of the Trust Funds are responsible for the 
prudent investment of the capital reserves and trust funds of the 
Town of Wakefield. The primary objective is preservation of 
capital with a secondary goal of maximizing earnings subject to 
safety constraints. The actions of the Trustees and the 
investment vehicles used are regulated by the State of New 
Hampshire, with an annual reporting requirement to the 
Department of Revenue Administration and the Attorney 
General’s Office. The entire portfolio consists of monies for the 
Town cemeteries, charitable school scholarships, Town capital 
reserves, school capital reserves and Wakefield’s water 
department, with an aggregate balance as of December 31, 2013 
in excess of $2,312,382. The funds are currently managed by 
TD Bank and typically invested in U.S. Treasury bonds or 
notes, U.S. government agency bonds, or bank CDs. 

The Wakefield Cemetery Fund is comprised of many small 
funds for the care of individual cemetery plots. The Cemetery 
Trustees are responsible for the actual care and maintenance of 
these plots using the income earned from the Trust Funds. The 
fund balance as of December 31, 2013 1s as follows: 


Wakefield Cemetery Fund $352,622.02 


In 1997 the Carl Siemon Scholarship Fund was established 
for Wakefield students. Several scholarship awards are made 
each year. The balance as of December 31, 2013 is shown 
below. 


Carl Siemon Scholarship Fund $161,226.73 


The Trustees are also responsible for the investment of the 
Capital Reserve Funds that the voters of Wakefield approve 
each year. All new reserves and additional contributions as 
voted, approved, and received in 2013 have been deposited into 
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the appropriate funds. The following Capital Reserve Funds are

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Wakefield Zoning Board of Adjustment is a quasi- 
judicial body which is tasked by State law with the 
responsibility of interpreting the provisions of the Town’s 
Zoning Ordinance and deciding whether relief from the 
provisions of the Ordinance is warranted. It has been said that 
the ZBA is the “safety valve” of land use law which allows 
“waivers of the strict letter of the zoning ordinance without 
sacrificing its spirit and purpose”. In carrying out this role, the 
Board must carefully balance the constitutional property rights 
of citizens with the need of the Town as a whole to provide 
order in land use regulation. 

The Zoning Board of Adjustment consists of up to ten 
volunteers all appointed by the Board of Selectmen. There are 
currently five regular members and three alternates serving on 
the Board. My thanks go to those who served as regular or 
alternate members in 2013. They are in alphabetical order: 
Regular members, Ceily Arnone, John Crowell, George 
Frothingham — Vice-Chair, Judith Sjostrom, and Doug Stewart 
- Chair. Alternate members are Steven Brown, John Napekoski, 
and Sharon Theiling. The Board meets once per month on a 
regular schedule, but may schedule additional hearings or 
meetings as necessary. George F. & Doug S. switched roles as 
chair and vice-chair this year. 

We had a fairly quiet year in 2013, probably due to state 
of the economy. Although we don't wish for people to need our 
services, we do hope that 2014 will be a better year for the 
economy. 

During 2013, two applications were brought before the 
Board. Both of the Variance Applications were granted. We 
also had one Appeal of Administrative Decision Application 
filed; however that application was not heard until January.

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PUBLIC NOTICE TO WAKEFIELD RESIDENTS AND PROPERTY OWNERS 
[RSA 674:39-aa, VI] 


Pursuant to RSA 674:39-aa, notice is hereby given to all Wakefield residents and property owners that any lots 
involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 2010 may be restored to premerger status upon the owner’s request 
to the Board of Selectmen. RSA 674:39-aa is included below. 


This notice shall remain posted through December 31, 2016, and the same or similar notice shall be published in 
the Town’s 2011 through 2015 annual reports.

Section 674:39-aa 

I. In this section: 

(a) "Involuntary merger" and "involuntarily merged" mean lots merged by municipal action for zoning, 
assessing, or taxation purposes without the consent of the owner. 

(b) "Owner" means the person or entity that holds legal title to the lots in question, even if such person or 
entity did not hold legal title at the time of the involuntary merger. 

(c) "Voluntary merger" and "voluntarily merged" mean a merger under RSA 674:39-a, or any overt action or 
conduct that indicates an owner regarded said lots as merged such as, but not limited to, abandoning a lot line. 

II. Lots or parcels that were involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 2010 by a city, town, county, village 
district, or any other municipality, shall at the request of the owner, be restored to their premerger status and all 
zoning and tax maps shall be updated to identify the premerger boundaries of said lots or parcels as recorded at 
the appropriate registry of deeds, provided: 

(a) The request is submitted to the governing body prior to December 31, 2016. 

(b) No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots. If any owner in the chain of title 
voluntarily merged his or her lots, then all subsequent owners shall be estopped from requesting restoration. The 
municipality shall have the burden of proof to show that any previous owner voluntarily merged his or her lots. 

III. All decisions of the governing body may be appealed in accordance with the provisions of RSA 676. 

IV. Any municipality may adopt local ordinances, including ordinances enacted prior to the effective date of 
this section, to restore previously merged properties that are less restrictive than the provisions in paragraph I and 
I. 

V. The restoration of the lots to their premerger status shall not be deemed to cure any non-conformity with 
existing local land use ordinances. 

VI. Municipalities shall post a notice informing residents that any involuntarily merged lots may be restored to 
premerger status upon the owner's request. Such notice shall be posted in a public place no later than January 1, 
2012 and shall remain posted through December 31, 2016. Each municipality shall also publish the same or 
similar notice in its 2011 through 2015 annual reports.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Wakefield in the State of New Hampshire qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified of the First and Second Session of the 2014 Annual Town 
Meeting as follows: 


FIRST SESSION 


You are notified to meet for the First Session of the Annual Town Meeting, to be held in 
the Opera House of the Wakefield Town Hall, 2 High Street, Sanbornville, New Hampshire, on 
Saturday, February 1, 2014 at 7:00 p.m. The First Session will consist of explanation, 
discussion, and debate of each of the following warrant articles, and will afford those voters who 
are present the opportunity to debate, propose and adopt amendments to each warrant article, 
except those articles whose wording is prescribed by state law. 


SECOND SESSION 


You are also notified to meet for the Second Session of the Annual Town Meeting to 
elect town officers by official ballot and to vote by official ballot on the warrant articles as they 
may have been amended at the First Session, to be held at the Opera House of the Wakefield 
Town Hall, 2 High Street, Sanbornville, New Hampshire, on Tuesday, March 11, 2014. Polls for 
voting by official ballot will open at 8:00 a.m. and will close at 7:00 p.m., unless the town votes 
to keep the polls open to a later hour. 


Article 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 1 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment adds “Garage, 
Residential” as a stand-alone use permitted in the residential and agricultural districts, prohibits it 
in business & commercial, village, and industrial districts, and allows it with a conditional use 
permit in the remaining districts. (Majority vote required). 


Article 3: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment revises footnote 3 in 
Article 3- “Tables,” Table 1 to render the footnote in compliance with federal law as it pertains 
to the installation of manufactured housing. (Majority vote required). 


Article 4: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment reduces the 
minimum square footage for a multi-family and open space/cluster dwelling unit, from 850 
square feet, to 800 square feet. (Majority vote required). 
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Article 5: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 4 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment updates the text in 
Article 4 — “Official Zoning Map”- to remove outdated references and to generically refer to 
current and future amended versions of the Official Zoning Map. (Majority vote required). 


Article 6: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 5 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment replaces Article 15, 
“Performance Standards for Areas within 250 Feet of a Lake or Pond” with a new Article 
entitled, “Performance Standards for Areas within the Residential II Shorefront District.” 


(Majority vote required). 


Article 7: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 6 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment increases from 75 to 
120 days per year that a recreational vehicle, tent or similar shelter can be maintained on a 
private parcel, and strengthens current provisions for utilities servicing such recreational vehicle, 
tent or similar shelter. (Majority vote required). 


Article 8: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 7 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment adds “temporary 
structure” as a use permitted in all zoning districts and requires such structures and other 
manufactured/man-made items to comply with setback requirements. (Majority vote required). 


Article 9: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 8 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment adds “nano 
brewery” as a use permitted in certain zoning districts. (Majority vote required). 


Article 10: By Petition: Are you in favor of amending the Town Zoning Ordinance as 
follows: Article 3, Table 1, Permitted Uses, in the Residential I[-Rural Zoning District, amend 
the ordinance to change “Boat and Marine Craft Dealers” from permitted (“P”) use to a non- 
permitted (“N”) use. The Planning Board does not recommend this article by a vote of 4-1. 


(Majority vote required). 


Article 11: By Petition: Are you in favor of amending the Town Zoning Ordinance as 

follows: Amend Article 3, Permitted Uses, in the Residential I1]-Rural Zoning District to change 
“Boat Storage Facility” from a use permitted by conditional use permit (“C”) to a non-permitted 
use (“N”). The Planning Board does not recommend this article by a vote of 4-1. (Majority vote 


required). 


Article 12: To see if the Town will yote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty-Five 
Thousand Dollars ($25,000) to be added to the Ambulance Capital Reserve Fund 
previously established. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 
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Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000) to be added to the Bridge Construction Capital Reserve Fund previously 


established. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 7-1. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Hundred 
Forty-Three Thousand Dollars ($143,000), to be added to the Fire Truck Capital Reserve 
Fund previously established and to authorize the withdrawal of Ninety-Six Thousand 
Dollars ($96,000) from the unassigned fund balance with the remaining amount of Forty- 
Seven Thousand Dollars ($47,000) to come from taxation. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 7-1. 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seventy-Five 
Thousand Dollars ($75,000) to be added to the Highway Truck Capital Reserve Fund 
previously established. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirteen 
Thousand Dollars ($13,000) to be added to the Invasive Species Expendable Trust Fund 
previously established. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty-Five 
Thousand Dollars ($35,000) to be added to the Police Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund 
previously established. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty-Six 
Thousand Dollars ($26,000) to be added to the Technology Fund Capital Reserve Fund 
previously established. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 
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Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Forty-Five 
Thousand Dollars ($45,000) to be added to the Town Hall Improvement Capital Reserve 
Fund previously established. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 


Article 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand 
Dollars ($2,000) to be added to the Cemetery Maintenance Capital Reserve Fund 
previously established. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 


Article 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000) to be added to the Cemetery Water Supply & Irrigation 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 


Article 22: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars ($20,000) to be added to the Parks and Recreation Park and Field 
Maintenance Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote 
required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 


Article 23: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand 
Seven Hundred Fifty Dollars ($1,750) to be added to the Emergency Management Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0 and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 


Article 24: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars ($20,000) to be added to the Salt Shed Capital Reserve Fund previously 


established. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 
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Article 25: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten 
Thousand Dollars ($10,000) to be added to the Transfer Station Facility Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 


Article 26: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten 
Thousand Dollars ($10,000) to be added to the Highway Heavy Equipment Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 


Article 27: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Expendable Trust Fund under 
the provision of RSA 31:19-a for the purpose of Highway Construction Projects and 
to raise and to appropriate the sum of Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000) to be placed 
in said fund, and further to appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend. 


(Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 


Article 28: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One 
Thousand Eight Hundred Dollars ($1,800) for the purpose of purchasing 5 sets of 
tire spike strips for police cruisers. This appropriation will be offset by a 50/50 
Highway Safety Grant. The Town’s portion of the appropriation will be Nine 
Hundred Dollars ($900) and is contingent upon the receipt of the grant. (Majority 
vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 11-0. 


Article 29: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty 
Seven Thousand Dollars ($27,000) for the purchase and replacement of the 4x4 
pickup truck for the Transfer Station. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 


Article 30: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty 
Thousand Thirty Dollars ($20,030) to purchase and maintain new accounting 
software. This software is used for all accounting functions throughout the 
departments. The current software is over twenty years old. (Majority vote 


required). 
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This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0 and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0. 


Article 31: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty- 
Seven Thousand Dollars ($27,000) for the purchase and maintenance of a small used 
shuttle or mini bus for the Parks & Recreation Department. (Majority vote 
required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 9-0. 


Article 32: To see if the Town would be in favor of changing the term of the elected 
Town Treasurer from one year to three years, beginning with the term of the Town 
Treasurer to be elected at next year’s regular town meeting. (Majority vote 
required). 


Article 33: To see if the Town will vote to change the amount deposited into the 
Conservation Fund from revenues collected from the land use change tax from 
100% to 50% with the other 50% going into the town’s general fund. If adopted this 
shall take effect April 1, 2014, and shall remain in effect until altered or rescinded 
by a future vote of town meeting. (Majority vote required). 


Article 34: To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Town Cemetery Capital 
Reserve Fund under RSA 35:16-a, said fund was established in 2003 to create a new 
town cemetery. Said funds, with accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to 
be transferred to the town’s general fund. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 9-0. 


Article 35: To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Aquifer Protection Capital 
Reserve Fund under RSA 35:16-a, said fund was established in 2002 for the purpose 
of purchasing land and easements. Said funds, with accumulated interest to date of 
withdrawal, are to be transferred to the town’s general fund. (Majority vote 


required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 5-4. 


Article 36: (By Petition) - That the New Hampshire State Legislature join nearly 500 
municipalities and 16 other states, including all other New England states, in calling 
upon Congress to move forward a constitutional amendment that 1) guarantees the 
right of our elected representatives and of the American people to safeguard fair 
elections through authority to regulate political spending, and 2) clarifies that 
constitutional rights were established for people, not corporations. 
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That the New Hampshire Congressional delegation supports such a constitutional 
amendment. 


That the New Hampshire State Legislature supports such an amendment once it is 
approved by Congress and sent to the State for ratification. 


The record of the vote approving this article shall be transmitted by written notice 
to Wakefield’s congressional delegation, and to Wakefield’s state legislators, and to 
the President of the United States informing them of the instructions from their 
constituents by the selectmen within 30 days of the vote. 


Article 37 : Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not 
including appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted 
separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as 
amended by vote of the first session, for the purpose set forth herein, totaling 
$4,313,758? Should this article be defeated, the default budget shall be $4,270,548 
which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by previous action 
of the Town or by law, or the governing body may hold one special meeting, in 
accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating 
budget only. (Majority vote required). 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen by a vote of 3-0, and 
recommended by the Budget Committee by a vote of 9-0. 


Article 38: To transact any further business that may legally come before this 
meeting.
